‘Black Democrats Displeased

dent has failed t

Black Elected. Democrats 
of Ohio gain jobs. 

“We. wWant.our share of 
the pie and we don't want 
excuses about civil service 
and other things,” said C. J. 
McLin Jr., state representa- 
tive of Dayton, chairman of 
the Black Elected Demo- 
crats of Ohio (BEDO), 
which met-in Coliimbus 
with’ Ben Brown, Carter's 
deputy campaign —chair- 


appoint . 


"urinal the three-hour 
meeting where Democrats 
diffe over why Carter 
has ndt appointed black 
Ohioans to office, Arnoid 
Pinkney, and unelected 
Democrat of Cleveland, 
reminded Brown that 94 
percent of the black vote 
went to Carter in 1976, and 
that in. porportion to the 
white vote, blacks voted 
just two percent less. Car- 
ter’'s margin of victory was 
about 11,000 votes... 

Pinkney said Carter has 
given blacks nothing. in 
return’ for their support; 
even appointing black 
Republicans." Our concern 
should. be and:must be 
addressed,” Pinkney said. 
“After the work we did in 
1976, there is a grave con- 
cern that our efforts have 


not been appreciated. 
Black officials have been 
left out of every considera- 
tion for positions.” 

The blacks from Cleve- 

land, Cincinnati, Dayton, 
Akron and Columbus and 
“other cities, voted to have 
their complaints addressed 
directly to Carter in three 
resolutions: disapproval of 
his urban policy; unsatis- 
faction with his appoint- 
ments out of Ohio; and 
some comment on the 
resignation of U.N. Ambas- 
sador Andrew Young. 
- “There's no question of 
the role biacks played in 
the election,” Brown saidin 
responding to the barrage 
of criticism of Carter. “You 
got something this admin- 
istration needs. But you've 
got to agendize it.” 

Brown praised Carter for 


more appointments of 

blacks than any previous ' 
president, lauding Patricia 

Harris, Secretary of Health, 

Education and Welfare, 

reduction in unemploy- 

ment, and better relations 

with Third World nations. 

That did not quiet McLin, 
Pinkney and others, as they 
refuted Brown'scontention 
they failed to get black 
appointments because 
they did not present an 
agenda to Washington for 
the estimated 1,400 patron- 
age jobs. 

“We did have an agenda 
and we articulated that 
agenda loud and clear,” 
Pinkney said. “That agenda 
is essentially what we're 
addressing now.”

Blacks Will Not Buy 


‘Tony Brown’s Advice 


If black people follow the 
advice of television personality 
Tony Brown, they will oppose 
school desegregation and will not 
vote in the presidential election in 
1980. 

Brown, host and producer of 
“Tony Brown Journal,” featured 
weekly on the ABC Television 
Network, expressed those 
thought provoking views ina key- 
note speech at the Ohio Black 
Political Assembly Conference in 
Columbus two weeks ago. 

Brown claims that the policy of 
integration is being used to “wipe 
out black colleges and universi- 
ties and crippled the education of 
black children in public schools.” 

He said integration has cometo 
mean all-black educational insti- 
tutions are “unconstitutional and 
the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, and the 
Supreme Court are moving to 
eliminate the education of blacks 
by blacks.” 

On the school issue, Brown 
said the fact that black children 
are not getting educated is not the 
fault of white people, 
result of racism, it’s the result of 
our own ineptitude.” 

Backing up his argument with 
various studies, Brown accused 
blacks, positioned as leaders, of 
shirking their responsibilities and 
trying to pass them on to whites. 
“Blacks’ pursuit of integration 


— 


“its not the - 


in education has resulted in black 
colleges being merged with tradi- 
tional white colleges, -which 
means fewer black graduates,” 
Brown asserted. 

He insisted that we are the Only 
people who can educate black 
children and said “why don’t we 
accept the burden that we're cop- 
ping out. Why don’t we stop talk- 
ing about white people being 
racist and opposed to busing. 
Why don't we face up to our own 
shortcomings. We're afraid to do 
what we have to do,” he declared. 

Finally he summarized the inte- 
gration issue by comparing the 
“status of blacks to the boat peo- 
ple of Vietnam and Cambodia. 
Due to a lack of reai black leader- 
ship, blacks are just out there 
floating around and wherever the 


course takes you, that’s where 


you go.” 

The CALL & POST, after care- 
fully analyzing Mr. Brown's com- 
mentary, applaud him for frankly 
speaking his mind, but it seems to 
us that the advice he is peddlingis 
unrealistic and will not be bought 
by a majority of black people. 

But rather than question his

Andrew Young assumed the responsi- 
bilities of United Nations Ambassador 
from William C. Scranton a run-of-mine 
Republican hack politician, and, before 
him, the controversial bigoted Daniel P. + 
Moynihan. 

In taking over as Ambassador Andy 
Young took his assignment seriously. 

He said, “I have a great deal of sym- 
pathy for the White minofity. govern- 
ments: When you talk about four million 
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Because Andy Young was articulate 
and independent, his appointment never 
met the approval of the bigot brigade.

George V. Voinovich, after a little 
more than six months in office, has decided 
that he'd rather be mayor of a financially 
troubled metropolitan city than to continue at 
the helm of acommittee designed to figure out 
plans to dea! with the multiplicity of state- 
community related problems. 

Voinovich, a Republican who was first to be 
elected under a constitutional provision 
requiring gubernatorial and lieutenant gover- 
nor candidates to run as a team, has 
announced his candidacy for nomination of 
Cleveland Mayor. 

To be successful, however, he first must win 
the nomination at the Oct. 2 non-partisan 
primary election, and then knock off his oppo- 
nent at the general election on Nov. 6. 

Now that Cuyahoga County Commissioner 
Edward F. Feighan, a Democrat has dropped 
from the race due to iliness, it appears thet 
Voinovich will havé to take on Dennis Kuci- 
nich, the controversial incumbent, City Coun- 
cilman Basil Russo an probably State Senator 
Charles L. Butts, all Democrats. 

Although Democrats out number. Republi- 
cans by a huge majority in Cleveland, Voino-

vich has been extremely successful in 
previous elections. Cleveland voters have 
elected him County Auditor and County Com- 
missioner in recent years. And much of the 
success of the Rhodes-Voinovich ticket last 
year is attributed to the Lt. Governor's drawing

of faculties. want to be Mayor of Cleveland? - 


Voinovich's answers to this question with the 
announcement of his candidacy, listed in 
parts:

Large Black-White Gap 


The long-awaited recession of 1979 has 
finally arrived, according to government 
economists. The outlook, they say, is for a 

“mild” slowdown sEmading into the early part 
of next year. 

“Mild,” however, is a relative term. I'm 
reminded of the old joke that it's a recession 
when your neighbor loses his job and a 
Depression when you do. 

Even a “mild” recession will add two million 
people to the ranks. of the officially unem- 
ployed. And for blacks, this new recession 
comes at a time when black workers have still . 
failed to recoup their losses from the tast 
recession. 


The boom and bust cycle of the economy 
has been devastating for blacks. This reces- 
sion is the sixth since 1953-1954. And after 
each one blacks slipped still lower while 
white workers bounced back to pre-recession 
prosperity relatively quickly. 


That's been the story historically, but the . 


most recent recession of thé 1974-75 was the 
most damaging of all. It was the worst of the 
recessions since the 1930s, and while there 
are indications that white workers have 


Climbed back to their pre-recession omenay? 
ment levels, blacks have not. 

A recent research report from the National 
Urban League's Research Department docu- 
ments this. Among the report's highlights: 

‘Between 1974-1977 blacks. got only five 
percent of the new jobs created in the private 
sector. There was actually an eleven percent 
decline in male employment in the private sec- 
tor at a time When the total number of jobs 
were expanding. 

‘The. black jobless rate is 2.3 times higher 
than the white jobless rate. This is a sharply 
higher ratio than during the last recession, 

‘The income gap between white and black 
families is widening. During the last recession 
median black family income was 62 percent 

-that for whites; now it is down to only 57 
percent. 

‘Inflation is hitting black families harder, 
shrinking their real income. While white pur- 
chasing power increased by four percent 
between 1975 and 1977; black real income 
declined by three percent. 

‘The proportion of middle income white 
families rose during the post-recession recov- 
ery- period: the proportion of middle income

‘In that same period, the numbers of the 
white poor declined, the numbers of the black 


poor increased. 

This striking erosion of black people's 
already dismal economic condition has been 
virtually ignored. Instead, there’s been grow- 
ing strength to the myths of black progress 
that suggest blacks are at the threshold of real 
equal opportunity. 

The research study documenting the wid- 
ening black-white gap makes a mockery of 
such claims. It also signals serious problems 
ahead if the current recession is allowed torun 
its course without special efforts to insulate 
blacks from further economic tosses. 

Recessions mean higher unemployment. 
But for every one point increase in the white 
unemployment rate, there is a two-point, or 
more increase in the black rate. Blacks, last- 
hired and first-fired, are hit harder. 

Recession not only means layofts, it means 
no job opportunities for young people enter- 
ing the labor market. Black youth unemploy- 
ment is already approaching two-thirds in 
center. cities, so a recession will balieon even 
that astronomical figure. 

Another frightening aspect of the new 
recession is that few economists expect it to 
cut the inflation rate. Traditionally govern- 
ments h a ve induced recessions to loosen 
tight labor markets, dampen wage hikes, and 


- slice inflation rates. That's not expected to be 


the result this time atound- 

So the nation enters still another recession 
with blacks already in a Depression. Ali the 
evidence indicates that federal policy must be 
targeted at expanding black opportunities to 
avoid the traditional devastating results rec: 
sions have on the fragile black economy.

People of the world still 
get a sickening feeling over 
Hitler -and his cauldron 
cremating of four to five 
million live Jews as one of 
the most horrifying crimes 
of history. Such crime to 
humans should never 
happen but one never 
knows what prompts men 
to their roadways of action. 

But let us go back a 
hundred and fifteen years 
to asmaller scale crime but 
just as horrible. It was a 
battle held by the North at 
Fort Pillow, Tenn., on April 
12-13. 1864. The garrison 
was equally divided 
between white and black 
soldiers, about 557 men. 
The southern general, 
Nathan Bedford Forrest, 
stormed the fort and over- 
ran it. Then it all began. 

The surrendered soldiers 
were massacred. The reb - 
els rushed in crying: “Kill 
the niggers." Theydid 
«ill them but not only by the 


‘bayonets and gun fire, but 


by the flames. The visitors, 
southern soldiers, col- 
lected up the women and 
children of the fort, put 
them in buildings and set 
fire to the wooden struc- 
tures. They brained every 
wounded black they could 
find although the northern 
army had surrendered. 
_They nailed tive, 
wounded blacks to logs 
and set the logs on fire dur- 
ing their cry: “Kill the 
niggers, kill them, goddam 
them.” Black soldiers were 
forced ifto houses, doors 
locked and the buildings 
burned to the ground. All 
the section seemed to have 
been setting live blacks on 
fire. The rebels took a 
riumber of black sergeants, 
drove spikes through their 
hands to a log for each, and 
set the logs on fire. 

-Fhe action has not been 
labled as the battle of Fort 
Pillow, but the massacre at 
Fort Pillow, The whole 
anger of the South gave 
way .at Fort Pillow, and 
probably two hundred sev- 
enty. blacks “were mas- 
sacred, to help that anger 
on its course.

STRANGE NAMES CROP UP 


Ucker Murder Trial Offering 


Scenario For Top Rated Movie 


Testimony in the trial of 
Dr. David A. Ucker, 
charged with the murder of 
prominent black physician 
Dr. Walter T. Bond, offered 
a perfect scenario for the 
production of an. intrigu- 
ing, suspensed-packed 
movie . 

Spectators, during the 
first five -days of the trial in 
the Franklin County Com- 
mon Pleas Court, were 
given a profound free less 
on in everyday street ian- 
guage usages, accentu- 
ated by vulgarity in terms 
commnly associated with 


criminal elements of 
society. 
Ucker, a 53 year old 


former chairman of Gyn- 

- ecology and obstetrics at 
Grant Hospital, is being 
tried by .a ‘six-man-six- 
woman grand jury before 
Judge 
sitting by assignment from 
Jackson O. 

Ucker, who is white, is 
charged with one count of 
aggravated murder, one of 
conspiracy to kidnap 
Bond, and one of providing 
Ralph F. DeLeo, the con- 
fessed trigger man with the 
gun used to kill Bond. 

Bond, who specialized in 
the. practice of internal 
medicine and gastroenter- 
logy, was gunned down 
outside his office, 3445 E. 
Livingston Ave., Halloween 
Eve,.1977. 

DeLeo, who was sent- 
enced to from 15 years to 
life after pleading guilty to 
murdering Bond, testified 
that he was hired by Ucker 
to kidnap Bond but was 
forced to shoot him when 

he resisted. Ucker had 
olanned to castrate Bond 


homas Mitchell, 


because he had been dat- 
ing Ucker's girlfriend, 
DeLeo stated. 

At the time of the killing, 
according to the prosecu- 
tion, DeLeo, who report- 
edly has strong organized 
crime connections, was liv- 
ing at the farm of Dr. 
Donald Plotnick in 
Blacklick. 

DeLeo and Plotnick met 
while they wre serving time 
in the Lewisbbrug, Pa. Fed- 
eral Prison. DeLeo came to 
Plotnick's from in Blacklick 
after escaping from a pri- 
son guard in Massachu- 
setts in 1977. 

It was with this intriguing 
backdrop that evidence 
‘begun to unfold before an 
overcrowded courtroom 
Aug. 13. At the outset, the 
prosecution introduced 
transcripts detailing how 
DeLeo brought himself into 
the bizarre murder picture. 

Assistant prosecutor 
James Phillips, who prose- 
cuted DeLeo and got him 
sentenced to from seven to 
25 years on a bank robbery 
charge, said he was 
shocked when DeLeo sent 
for him to come to the 
Franklin Jail to discuss a 
matter. with him that was 


unrelated to the bank 
robbery case. 
Phillips, who had nagt 


been involved in the Bond 
mudrer case, stuck a small 
tape recorder into his vest 
pocket before calling on 
DeLeo to protect himself 
because he was dealing 
with a notorious criminaf; 
he said. 

Early in the conversa- 
tion, DeLeo told him he 
wanted to talk about the 
Bond murder case, Phillips 


stated. He just wanted to 
tell Phillips that they had 
indicted the wrong man for 
the murder of Bond. 

When asked how he 
knew it was the wrong man, 
DeLeo told Phillips "1 know 
because | was there when 
Bond wasd killed.” He then 
drew a digram of the build- 
ing in which Bond's office 
was located. He also told 
Phillips that a black man 
who weighed about 240 
pounds parked his car near 
Bond's office, got out and 
entered an upstairs apart- 
ment inthe building. He 
thought the black man may 
have witnessed the killing, 


Phillips said. 
As a result of DeLeo's 
information, Michael A. 


Washington, who had been 
indicted for Bond’s death 
was given his freedom. It 
also brought about the 
resignation of Tom Jones 
Sr. the chief police investi- 
gator in the Bond murder 
and who had pressed the 
bogus charges against 
Washington. 

But that wasn’t the end of 
Washington's involvement 
of the investigation. 
According to the prosecu- 
tion, Washington, who has 
a long petty arrest record, 
ciruclated information that 
he could produce the gun 
that was used to.kill Bond, 
His story apparently was so 
convincing that. Washing- 
ton was wired up (secret 
recording device) as he set 
out on the investigation 
trail. 

His investigation, how- 
ever, was short lived, for he 
was picked up on a charge 
of theft by deception. con-

prison earlier this year. The 
conviction was unrelated 
to the Bond case. 

Aside from the prosecu- 
tion and Columbus detec- 
tives, the only other 
witness to testify last week 
was Particia Kuehner, 
Bond’s office nurse who 
was apparently the last per- 
son to talk with him before 
he was gunned down. 

She testified to having 
left the office about 5 p.m., 
but called back and talk 
with Bond until about 5:55 
p.m. They talked about 
office matters after which 
Bond said he was going 
home to dinner, she said. 

Under cross examina- 
tion, the spectators, com- 
prising mostly of women, 
leaned forward in their 
seats as if though they new 
in advance what Leonard 
Yelksy's first question 
would be. 

Yelksy, anatinally known 
defense attorney from 
Cleveland, after several 
routine questions, played 
his trumph card in asking 
Miss Kuehner “if her rela- 
tionship with Bond was 
only professional.” 

The answer was terse 
and prompt. Yes, she had 
been having a love affair 
with Bond since 1973 and it 
wascontinuingat his death.
